Full Text of the Ordinance Passed 


by Council.

Save Its BMdu* Satisfy the 


People. 


So much interest is manifested in 
the natural gas franchise given the! 
Coshocton Gas company by council 
Friday evening that THE AGE prints 
the document complete. It contains 
ali the amendments passed br council 
after that body bad decided to give 
the company its fondest desire. 
The franchise follows: 
SKCTIONI. Be it ordained by the 


City Council of the City of Coshocton, 
Ohio, that The Coshocton Gas Compa- 
nv, a corporation under the laws of 
the state of New Jersey, and its suc- 
cessors and assigns, be and they are 
hereby authorized and vested with 
full and complete power and privilege 
of using the streets, lanes, alleys and 
public grounds of said City of Coshoc- 
ton, Ohio, including any other terri- 
tory that may hereafter be annexed 
thereto, for the purpose of carrying 
natural gas, excavating for and laying 
pipes, erecting and maintaining the 
necessary regulators and appliances 
required to convey Micb gas to the 
consumers thereof in said City of Co- 
shocton; repairing and maintaining 
the same and doing all work necessa- 
ry and incidental thereto, but this 
grant of rights and privileges to be 
subject to all conditions of this ordi- 
nance. 


SECTION n. No pipes shall be laid 


in any street 01* said city which is now 
or at the time of excavation shall be 
paved with brick, asphalt, or other 
paving material, nor shall such paved 
streets be crossed except by concent of 
tbe Council of said City of Coshocton 
and the consent of tbe contractor of 
said streets, if tbe same be doce dur- 
ing the life of bis guaranty; and when 
such paved streets are crossed, the 
same shall be repaved by said Tbe 
Coshocton Gas company, its success- 
ors or assigns, with the same material 
as before, and tbe same shall be prop- 
erly repaired within a reasonable time 
and left in as good condition as they 
found them, and to the satisfaction of 
said contractor, the city engineer and 
tbe street committee of tbe council. 


SECTION iv. The excavation for 
laying pipes and repairing tbe same, 
in said city, shall not unnecessarily 
obstruct, injure, impair or interfere 
with the use and occupancy of any 
street, alley, avenue or public place, 
and tbe same shall be properly repair- 
ed within a reasonable time and left 
and maintained in as good condition 
they were found, and to the satis- 
faction of the street committee of tbe 
council of said city; and further, the 
ay ing of pipes shall in no way inter- 
fere with other pipes laid by other gas 
companies, or tbe water works pipss 
or sewers belonging to said citv, or 
any other public works of said city. 


SECTION v. That said The Coshoc 
ton Gas company, its successors and 
assigns, for a period of ten years from 
he date of the passage of this ordi- 
nance shall be entitled to charge for 
such natural gas furnished to consu ai- 
rs thereof in Coshocton, Ohio, not to 
exceed the following rates: Twenty- 
eight cents (28 cents) per one thousand 
1,000) cubic feet by registering meter. 
A discount of ten per cent to be 3.1- 
owed on said rate {making a net rate 
of twenty-five cents (25 cents) per 1.000 
ub'.c feet) if bills are paid on or Le- 
fore the tenth day of each month fol- 
lowing that in which the gas has been 
consumed. The meters to be furnish- 
ed by and to remain the property of 
tbe company. 


SECTION vi. The said The Coshoc- 
ton Gas company, its successors and 
assigns, shall forever preserve and 
save tbe said City of Coshocton free 
and harmless against any and ail legal 
damages, judgments, decrees, costs 
and expenses which may arise oy reas- 
on of the privileges hereby granted, or 
from any act or acts of said company, 
its servants or agents, under or bv 
virtue of the provisions of this ordin- 
ance. 


SECTION vn. The rights anu priv- 
ileges under this ordinance shall be 
continued for a period of twenty (20! 
years from the date of the passage of 
ibis ordinance. 


SECTION vm. For and in consider- 


ation of the privileges hereby granted. 
The Cosbocton Gas company, its suc- 
cessors and assigns, shall furnish gas 
for lighting and beating the build iiiir 
known as the "City Hall Building," 
tbe office of the superintendent of the 
water works, and shall also furnish 
light for the power house of the water 
works free of charge- 


SECTION ix. That the pipe lines 
conveying said gas to said city of Co- 
shocton shal be laid at least thirtv 
30) inches beneath the surface of the 
ground. 


SECTION x That if there snail te 
a temporary cessation of the supply of 
natural gas, artificial gas shall be fur- 
nished by said The Coshocton Gas Co- 
so its consumers during such cessa- 
tion at tbe same price stipulated in 
this ordinance for aataiai gas. 


SECTION si. That the said The 
Coshocton Gas company shall accept 
this ordinance in writing together 
with all 
conditions and privileges 
therein contained, within ten (10) 
days after its passage and shall enter 
oto an undertaking to tbe satisfac- 
tion of the council of said city of 
Coshocton, Ohio, 
conditioned that

SECTION XIL. Thesa'd The Coshoc- 
ton Gas company shall pay all costs 
and expenses arising from the passage 
and publication of ibis ordinance. 


SECTION xiii- The right is hereby 
reserved to said City of Coshoctoo to 
purchase tne plant and equipment of 
said Tbe Cosbocton Gas company at 


<• any time after live years from the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, at a price to be 
agreed upon by said city and company.

STORY OF JUSTICE GRAY. 


lmf Experience of Former V*ed- 
erml Supreme Court Jnriirt. 


The retirement of justice Horace 


Gray of the United Slates supreme 
court baa furnished a text for many 
reminiscences of his earlier days, says 
the Jfew York Tribune^ While he was 
a member of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts he had an amusing ex- 
perience -with a certain Boston lawyer, 
an exceedingly picas man with a taste 
for evangelization, who had his letter- 
beads printed with a verse from Scrip- 
ture in large type following the name 
and address. On one occasion, having 
to make an ex parte preliminary ar- 
gument before Judge Gray In cham- 
bers in which it wonld be necessary 
to disclose certain parts of hia client's 
case which be desired not to make 
generally public until the trial, he 
wrote the judge a note asking that he 
be allowed an opportunity to speak to 
him in private. 
He was somewhat 


chagrined when his note came back to 
him with a scrawl across the bottom. 
"Request "denied, with n sujrirestion 
from the court that counsel base fu- 
ture petitions on a more appropriate 
citation."

the meaning of this, as h»- \ras not 
•ware that he had quoted any law; 
bat, glancin™ up the page, he discov- 
ered that he bad written his note on a 
letterhead bearing this text:

Chicago. Sept. 8.— Chief of Police 


O'N'eil says there is no doubt as to 
the identification of the body found 
in a field in Iowa as that of William 
Bartbolln. Coey, the dentist 
that 


filled BartboUn's teeth, was taken to 
Iowa with Detective Rohan, and has 
fully identified bis work on me teeth. 
Several letters from Minnie Mitchell 
were found in the coat pocket of the 
suicide Two of these missives are 
signed "your darling sweetheart. Min- 
nie." All are dated in Chicago during 
ApriL The confession was written on 
note paper and dated Aug. 31. the 
day on which Bartholin Is believed to 
have killed himself. It is as follows: 


"To Whom It May Concern: I want 


to state I am the Bartholin the police 
are looking for. Also wish to certify 
I had no assistance of any kind from 
any one. Thomson, Claffy and Coun- 
selman are all as innocent as an un- 
born child and should be freed at 
once. 


"I cannot go into details in regard 


to the crime. They were not planned. 
It was all Minnie and I could do. My 
mind is wandering. Such a drop In, 
life in so short a time! Two months 
ago traveling in the best of company; 
today living the lif-^ of a hobo — a 
murderer. 


"I intended to go into details and 


tell all, but I cannot get my mind 
centered. Even my handwriting is 
disgraceful. But above ail things. I 
ask Jo clear everybody from under 
suspicion. There Is no second party; 
I am the last." 


Bartholin'9 body was found last Fri- 


day about six miles from RIceville by 
J. G. Pratt of RIceville. Pratt was 
driving to Elma. and when passing a 
flax field saw the body lying against 
a stack of flax. Thinking it was a 
man asleep he paid no attention at 
first, bnt on returning he found the 
man still there, and upon Investiga- 
tion discovered that he was dead. A 
revolver was lying near his left hand. 
Coroner T. S. Carpenter was notified, 
and the body was removed to an un- 
dertaking establishment at Riceville. 
There J. B. Cook, editor of a Riceville 
paper, discovered that the dead man 
bore a striking resemblance to the 
published pictures of the Chicago 
murderer. It transpires that Bartho- 
lin came to Riceville Aug. 6. before 
the bodies of his victims, Mrs. Bar- 
tholin, his mother, and Miss Mitchell. 
hia 
sweetheart, were 
discovered. 


Thomas Phee. a contractor doing 
some work here for the Great '\vest- 
ern road, advertised in Chicago for 
laborers on Aug. 5. offering tree trans- 
portation to the place 
of work. 


Among those who responded was Bar- 
tholin. He hired out under the name 
of George Edwards. After reaching 
Iowa he worked with the construction 
gang for half a day. and then went to 
work with a threshing machine and 
In the harvest fields. Over a week 
ago he left Riceville and went In. 
the direction of the place where his 
body was found. That was the last 
seen of him here. 


WORK Or A DEMON. 


Kilted and Wif« We«nd«d 


by a Colored Fiend. 


Terre Haute. Ind., Sept. 8.—Thomas 


Burke lies dead at his home. 814 Mul- 
berry street, with his head almost 
completely severed from his body, 
while his wife is in a dangerous con- 
dition from either knife or razor 
wounds inflicted by Matthew Alexan- 
ier. a colored man. who has been 
employed around the house for the 
past five years. Alexander entered 
the room in which Mrs. Burke was 
sleeping with her 13-year-old daugh- 
ter, at midnight, while her husband 
lay asleep on a couch OB the other 
side of the room. Mrs. Burke was 
awakened by feeling the keen tage of 
a sharp instrument drawn across her 
cheek, and her screams aroused her 
husband. Burke rushed u> the rescue 
of his wife, but he was only partially 
awake when slashed across the face 
and neck by the negro. When Burke 
fell dying upon the floor the negro 
rushed out a side door, but attempted 
to re-enter the room after the door 
was bolted by Mrs. Burke. Burke 
died almost instantly. His wife held 
his head, sobbing and moaning as the 
blood dropped from her face on that 
of her husband. No cause is known 
for the tragedy, as Alexander has 
been well treated and trusted by the 
family. He is said to hare become a 
slave to cocaine recently, and he may 
have been under the Influence of the 
drug.

Chattanooga, Sept. 8.—The arrival 


of President Roosevelt In this city 
was the occasion of a royal entertain- 
ment by the citizens, altnoush he 
came to attend tie national conven- 
tion of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen. He was driven from 
one scene to another during the day, 
and the details of the famous battles 
about the city were explained to him 
by men who were participants in the 
confl-cts. The battlefields of Mission- 
ary 
Ridge. Chickamauga. Lookout 


Mountain and Orchard Knob were 
driven over. 


The presidential train arrived here 


promptly. There was a large crowd at 
the station, and the president was ac- 
corded a hearty welcome. A commit- 
tee composed of Governor MeMillin, 
Mayor A. W. Chambllss, Congress- 
man John A. Moon, General H. V. 
Boynton. General A. P. Stewart and 
Captatin J. P. Smart, members of the 
Chickamauga park commission. Gen- 
eral A. W. Wylle and Captain J. F. 
Shippen. entered the carriage and 
welcomed him to the city. The cars 
were in waiting, and after formal 
greetings the start for the Chicka- 
mauga battlefield was made. At the 
entrance to Chickamauga park the 
Seventh United States cavalry, under 
command of Colonel Baldwin, which 
acted as the president's escort, was 
drawn up. The president, witn Gen- 
eral Boynton. president of the park 
commission, mounted horses, 
and 


after the other members of the party 
had 
entered carriages 
the drive 


through the park began. The caval- 
cade was hardly under way before the 
president started his horse at a sharp 
trot, and for a mile and a half led the 
regiment a merry chase over the bat- 
tlefield. The pace was so hot that 
several of the troopers were unhorsed, 
and It was necessary to call the am- 
balance corps Into service- 


After Inspecting a portion of the 


field the president stopped at the 
camp and reviewed the regiment, 
together -with the Third battery of 
field arillery. under command of Cap- 
tain Niles. 


At the conclusion of the review the 


Seventh cavalry went through their 
new calisthenics drill. The troopers 
were dismounted, and to the accom- 
paniment of the band performed their 
evolutions. The president was at first 
disinclined to witness a drill on Sun- 
day, but upon its being represented to 
him that the men were particularly 
anxious that he should see the drill, 
and as this was the only opportunity 
he would have to do so. he consented. 
Luncheon was served soon afterward 
and then divine services, which the 
president attended, were held on the 
park grounds. 


One of the incidents of the day 


which pleased the president very 
much was the meeting of three mem- 
bers of his old command, who served 
•with him in Cuba. They were Lieu- 
tenants Cartwell and Palmer of the 
Seventh cavalry, both serving with 
him as privates, and Mr. Crocker of 
Georgia, who was with the president 
at San Juan. 


The president addressed the con- 


vention of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
•".otlve Firemen and also the citizens 
of Chattanooga from a stand erected 
near the courthouse, after which he 
left for Knoxville.

the solid rook, some defects of which 
are supplied by a partial stone casing. 
There is a temple in frout of It. but 
all efforts to prevent the sand settling 
over the building have failed. 


In front of the breast of the sphinx 


originally appeared an Image of a god. 
the weather worn remains of which 
may still be made out. The head of 
the sphinx was a work of art of the 
highest type fenown to the Egyptians 
and finished with the greatest care. 
It Is now greatly mutilated, but In 
spite of all its injuries its calm, ma- 
jestic. pensive expression still appeals 
to the most thoughtless of travelers. 


Perhaps means may be found to 


avert the threatened ruin of this noble 
figure, but the battle between modern 
conditions and ancient monuments is 
one that usually results ia only one 
way.

low country towns, but has lK-ea under 
headway iu Da^upau and the uiouu 
taiu toxx'us uortb of ta«-re for a luonth. 
An efficient system of rejHirss has been 
maiutaiued. ami the authorities know 
wluit they nave to contend uuh. 


The number of deaths in the prov- 


inces ranges from 300 ta 450 dally. 
The beginning of the rainy season 


, u-aies the danger greater, as the 
! streams carry the cholera germs every- 


where and spread the disease. 


There are ou an average from fifty 


to seventy new cases daily in Manila 
and nearly as many deaths. There are 
many cases on the ships In the bay. 
and this is an increased cause of dan- 
ger, as the quarantine authorities can- 
not get at them, and violations of the 
health regulations are constantly oc- 
ctirring- 


The worst occurrence Is the death of 


natives who have crawled off uncared 
for and have died in out of the way 
places. It is a common thing to find 
bodies of victims of cholera floating 
in Pasig river, and in one day recently 
six such bodies were fished out. 


The disease has to a number of cases 


broken out on. ships that have been in 
close quarantine for several days. It 
is said that this Is due to using the 
water of the buy. which is very im- 
pure. The ships have condensers, but 
few distill the water and 90 remove ail 
danger of Infection. 


The moreue wagon drivers are over- 


worked night and day. The hospitals 
are filled, and tennwrary ones have 
been provUed. 


Part of the difficulty arises from the 


superstitious iden of the natives, who 
believe the disease is a visitation from 
heaven and not io be resisted. It has 
severaJ times Itapponed that bodies of 
men and women who have died of chol- 
era have been concealed by the na- 
tives for sen-nil uays ht-fort th» 
health authorities ha~.e foun«i them. 


Official reports credit n;tK-h of the 


difficulty to contending with the epi- 
demic to the JneScioucy of tbe Filipino 
Goctors- 
When wGrk.i:ij: untier Amer- 


icans, they are useful, but indepen- 
dently they soon fail. They will not 
carry out instructions and connive 
with the natives to conceal new cases.
